All thi, STRE, doth ſufficiently evidence, 
with what application and zeal we haye laboured 
to ſatufie your Majeſty, and to extinguiſh in its 
birth a Fire which ts ready to conſumeall ChriSten- 
dom. And as we have not entred into this War but 
from an indifpenſable neceſlity of defending and 
protefling our Subjefts, we have ever ſince the 
Rupture, as much as we were able, ſought Your 
Majeſties Friendſhip > and never given over the 
making overtures of Peace. Upon which account 
we ſent our Deputies Extraordinary to Your 
Majeſty in the moneth of June of th? year laſt 
' paſt, who were confined to Hampton Court , 
without having any Audience given them, or be- 
ing heard what they had to ſay on our part. 
A Miniſter from the Ele&or of Brandenburgh 
paſſed alſo into England upon the ſame ſubjeft , 
and charged himſelf, at our requeſt, with the re- 
preſenting to Your Majeſty the ardent defire we 
had to ſee Your MajeSty entertain other ſenti- 
ments, and our diſpoſition to do any thing in our 
power to acquire again the honour of Your Ma- 
jeſties good Correſpondence, Since that » upon the 
Propoſition made by the Mediators of a general 
Truce, for as much as according to our judgment

neral Truce we offered one by Sea 140 Your Ma- 
jeity for the term of a yeat » or a longer time, 
if Your Majeſty thought it convenient ; judging 
that in the condition things were then. in, we cottld 
not give a greater proof of the ardent paſſion 
we had to. ſmooth the way to a happy Reconcilias 
tion, then by putting all Your Majeſties Subjefts 
into a condition of taSting the ſweetneſs of Peace, 
while ours ſhould ſuffer all the incommodities of 
War. The Miniſters of the King of Spain . hays 
repreſented from time to time the ſame' things to 
Your Majeſty, 'and have often repeated their in 
ſtances to incline Your MajeSty to Peace ; But be- 


. fides all theſe advances » and the fteps we hays 


made in publick, we have made uſe of other means. 
which we judged more efficaciow : And Hu High- 
neſs the Prince of Orange > as well of hy own 
inclination , as at the requeſt we have ſeveral 
times reiterated to him, hath uſed all imagina- 
ble ways of regaining the honour of Your Maje- 
ſties friendſhip for w,, and repreſenting to You 
the advantage and glory Your Majeiby might 
acquire , by re-eStabliſhing the Qujet of Chriiten- 
dom, and giving ws a Peace which 'we had ſo 
often and ſo ardently defired. 'But albeit ve 
had all reaſon to hope, that the inStances of a

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* Prince who hath the honour to be ſo nearly related 
to Your MajeSty , and whoſe perſonal merit 1 ſo well 
known, would at laſt prevail over thoſe who are ill- 
affetted tows ; and that befides we could hardly 'be- 
lieve , that after Hi Highneſſes intereSts and ours 
were become common and were no longer ſeparate in 
any thing, Your MajeSty would retain Your former 
ſentiments, and go about to inyolye in our Tuine one 
of the mo$t Illuſtrious, Princes of Your bloud;we have 
nevertheleſs with great forrow ſeen that all theſe rea- 
fons have been alike weak, and that Your MajeSty 
hath not been induced by any motive to abate any 
thing of Your firit rigour. So that when we expett- 
ed a favourable Anſwer to our Overtures it hath 
been declared to w at Cologne, that no Peace was 
to be hoped, unleſs there were accorded not onely to 
Your Majeſty and the Moft Chriſtian King, but 
alſo to the Blettor of Cologne and the Biſhop of 
Munſter, ſuch Conditions as never were demanded 
of a Free People, and which can ſo little be propoſed 
as Articles of Peace, that they can onely be the con- 
ſequences of an Abſolute Conquest, the ſubverſion of 
the Reformed Religion, of which Your MajeSty and 
the Kings Your mo$t IlluStrious Predeceſſors have 
been the Stronge$St Support and Defenders,and which 
carried with them at once the utter ruine not onely 
of us, but alſo of the Low-Countries wings to 
the King of Spain. 

This bath obliged us on our fide, after we has re- 
ſolved upon a neceſſary defence» to preſs our 
Friends to enter into a Strifter Alliance with uw ; 


And it hath pleaſed God ſo to ble our endeavours» 
aud 
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and the means we have wot i in order thereunto, that 

the moſt Auguſt Houſe of Aultria hath declared tn 

our favour » and the moſt Serene King of Spain in 
particular hath concluded with us a League Offenſive 

and Defenſive, in purſuance whereof he hath already 

declared War againſt the King of France. Things 

being thus, SIR E> Your Majeſty will eafily be- 

lirye that the conſequences muſt be greater, but before 

the evil be paſt remedy we thought fit to make one 
final eſſay, and to aſſure Your Majeſty that whatſo- 

ever change bath hapned in Europe, our. deference 

and re{pe& for Your MajesSty 1s Still the ſame ; and 

that how confiderable and how potent ſoever our 

Allies are, we are not the leſs diſpoſed to give Your 

Majeſty all the ſatisfation which You can reaſonably 

pretend ; And we bavye thu happineſs, that our Allies 

are of the ſame mind with w herein; we preſume there- 

fore to hope that Your MajeSty will not refuſe at our 

requeS and their interceſſion , what we have not 

been hitherto able to obtain ; And that Youwill not 
augment the deſolation which 1s alreauly bus £00 

univerſal. 

But that we -may omit nothing that may diſpoſe 
Your: Majeſty thereunto, we beſeech You to reflet 
upon all that hath paſſed fince the beginning of the 
Warand at the ſame time to confider that it 1s from 
a (particular one become general. When Your Mar 
jeity engaged init we were the onely Enemies ; At 
preſent a great part of Europe 1s no leſs intereſſed 
therein then we; And Your Majeſty cannot continue a 
Wars which hath already been ſo ruinow , without 
declaring it againſt, thoſe who are united with unand 
without hagarding the Sajety of all Chriltoudouns

the Arms of the King of France ſhould be viftorious 
through the ſutcours given by Your Majeſty to him. 
And Your Majeſty can no longer take it ill that we 
yield not what Your Majeſty might demand of us 
for France, fince by an indifpenſable neceſſity we 
can no longer do it but with the aercement of our 
Allies. Sothat as the General Treaty appears accom- 
panied with many difficulties, ,aud tha we foreſee 
that it will be a means to continu?Wthirunhappy War, 
which we deſire to put an end to ſpeedily, eſpecially 
with Your Majeſty , we ſhall think our ſelves very 
happy if any of theſe confiderations may make impreſ- 
fron upqn Your MajeSties mind , and diſpoſe You to 
reſume thoſe ſentiments which we have heretofore 
with joy obſerved in Your Majeſty, and in which, 
upon the reconciliation we promiſe to our ſelyes, we 
doubt not but Your MajeSty will continue for ever.

have any Anſwer made to it; yer for the Vin- 
dication of Our Honour, as well as for the un- 
deceiving that part of the World which may 
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be abuſed by ic, We would not ſuffer it to re- 
main without a diſtinct Reply from point to 
point as they lie in your Paper ({ which Weſend 
you by the ſame hand that brought Us yours ; ) 
and the rather becauſe it may fo have fallen our, 
that by the great revolutions which have lately 
hapned in your affairs and the change of your 
Miniſters, even your {elves may have. taken for. 
truth what evil-minded perſons have. {9 malj- 
ciouſly ſuggeſted to'yous thereby to {educe your 
own people as well as Ours. 

There will need no great proots to convince 
the World that many offesfive Medal's, Inſcri- 
Ptions and Libels were' theſe laſt years palt di- 
ſperſed every where in your Provinces, to the 
derogation of Our Honour, and that of the 
whole Engliſh Nation, ſince the notoriety of 
them was lo univerſal : bur to this day neither 
We nor any body elſe knew you had diſowned 
any part of them , until your atoreſaid Letter 
told Us you had at the time they were com- 
plained of to your Ambaſſador here , cauſed the 
Stamps to be broken for fea: new Impreſſons 
ſhould be ſecretly made by them; neither do

As to the affair of Surinam ; Could you make 
the World or Our People believe what in this

which We have been as far from deſerving ; as 
you, We hope, will be trom being believed in 
the accuſation. You lay, you agreed to whatſo- 
. ever We demanded in tavour of Our Subjects 
remaining at Surinam. Did We not continu- 
ally preſs their Releaſe from the time of Qur 
Surrendring that place into your hands till the 
beginning of this preſent War, and. is there not 
yet the greater part of them remaining there ? 
Are they there detained your Slaves at Our 
deſire? Did We ſend Our Ships thicher onely 
for a colour, with intention to ſubject them to 
your Tyranny more entirely and with the great- 
er decency ? and not ro deliver them from it ? 
Was not the Officer We ſent thicher , Major 
Baniſter, confined preſently upon his arrival, and 
not ſuffer'd to ſpeak with his Countrey-men, 
or acquaint them with the care We had of them ? 
Did he not Proteſt againſt the Governor for 
having broken the Capitulation in Eighteen fe- 
veral points ? And will you ſay all this was 
done according to what We defired > Hid 
you been ſo tender of the bloud of both Nations 
as in your Paper you pretend, you would not lo 
long and with ſo much obſtinacy have perfi(t- 
ed in oppreſting thoſe Our Subjects whom you 

detain in that Colony. And it is manifeſt thar

will of the People prevailing againſt the Lou- 
yeStein Party , had Conftrred upon him thar 
Power and Authority in the Government 
which his Anceſtors had {6 well merited, We 
applied Our {elt with more Zeal and Efficacy 
to make the Peace; being further incited thece- 
unto by the unexpeRed Succeſs of the Arms 
by Land of the moſt Chriſtian King. We 
forthwith ſent Ambaſſadors Extraotdinary to 
him, to be preſent art the Treaty, which the 
Louveſtein Party would have mariaged to the 
Excluding: of Us, if the Vertue and Generofi- 
ty of that Prince would'haye permitted him to 
admit it : But fo {oon as Our Ambaſſadors. 
were {een upon the place, the Deputies with - 
drew theimſelyes, and never after appeared ; 
following that fundamental maxim you had. 
laid from the beginning of this War, to Gi-_ 
vide Us by any kind of Artifices , thereof rs. 
make your own advantage. ES 

As to your intnuation of Our'intentioif to
